Medical Society to 
Seek Arrests. 


Two newly discovered cases of gland 
larceny last night, following the re- 
port that Joseph Wozniak had been 
over@ome and robbed of a gland, added 
importance to the determination of the 
Chicago Medical society and the state’s 
attorney's office to search out what 
apparently is something approximat- 
ing a clique, obviously with expert 
surgical coéperation, having for its 
object supply of organs for opera- 
tions for restoration of fading man- 
hood. 

Henry Johnson, 142 South Sacra- 
mento boulevard, an electrical employé 
of the city, was another victim of 
the gland traffickers’ knife. His ex- 
perience was similar to that of Woz- 
niak in that he was intoxicated and 
on his way home when a lapse of 
memory occurred. In the morning he 
was found in a hallway, hie masculin- 
ity gone. 

“Hushed up” Experience. 

No report was made of the experi- 
ence at the time, which was early in 
the simmer. The victim of advanced 
surgery was found unconscious at 
Adams street and Racine avenue. @ie 
was taken to the County hospital. 

Examination disclosed that he had 
been the victim of a double gland 
theft.

Beryl C. Heiber, with whom he lives. 

“We had it all. hushed up,” said 
Mrs. Heiber last night. “Henry did 
not wish it known. On reading today 
that the terrible practice is still en.

police run down these terrible crea- 
tures.” 

Victim Is Unmarried. 

Johnson is unmarried and in his 
early thirties. He has a slightly de- 
formed shoulder, due to pneumonia, 
which he contracted over ten years 
ago. ‘ 

Mrs. Heiber said her brother pre- 
viously had been a normal man, 
healthy in every way and good na- 
tured. She was sure that the attack 
upon him was not in the nature of re- 
venge. Since that time, she said, there 
has been no noticeable change in him. 

“ He feared he might become indiffer- 
ent to life,” she declared, “but he 
seems quite content.” 

He was absent from his employment 
for some weeks after the event, but 
has again resumed his duties. He has 
sought ever since for the perpetrato:s, 
his fellow employés said, with the in- 
tention of punishing them. He has 
spent all his time trying to get a clew 
as to their identities, but unsuccess- 


fully. ; 
Police Seek Companian. 

Police, however, are seeking the man 
who was with him at a ball game on 
the Saturday afternoon preceding and 
who was drinking with him ia a saloon 
at Halsted and Madison streets. This 
friend, he said, told him that he saw 
him put on a west bound tlarrison 
street car, homeward bound. 

State’s Attorney Robert E. Crowe, 
upon being apprised of the perilous 
situation confronting the young men, 
declared he will make every effort to 
end the practice and to send the 
“gland ghouls” to the penitentiary. 

Plan Penalty for Thieves. 

What action will be possible against 
those who thus obtain tissues permit- 
ting therm to resume their youth was 
nag disclosed.

At least it is sa crime of 
mayhem. 

“The slave markets were nothing 
compared to the gland market,” said 
Capt. Thomas Coughlin, who has been 
investigating the Wozniak attack.

Never!” 

The Chicago Medical Society, 
through its president, Dr. H, H. Mc- 
Kechnie, put its foot down hard on 
the practice that has become more 
than occasional.

Relief Workers Rush 
Southeast Europe.

| ATHIONS, Oct. 14.—Once again the 
| resources of the American people have 

been mobilized to aid Europe. 

. Backed up by support and funds 
‘from the people back home, every 
American organization in southeast 


‘Europe and 100 Yankee residents here | 
have efficiently tackled the job of | 
handling one of the hugest migrations 
in history—the evacuation of 1,000,000 | 


refugees from Asia Minor and Thrace. 
The panic stricken exiles, destitute and 
homeless, are overwhelming Greece, 
threatening an unprecedented national 
calamity. 

Americans here have undertaken the 
housing, feeding, and clothing of the 
motley hordes who fled before the 
Turkish army. The first batches of 
refugees from Asia were merely 
dumped onto the beaches at Pirzus, 
where they were housed in cattle 
sheds. The first steps taken to aid 
them were inaugurated by D. O. Hib- 
bard, formerly of Racine, Wis., who 
hurriedly raised funds among the 
American colony at Athens and among 
prominent Greeks. He secured blan- 
kets, food, and doctors for the sick, 
hungry, and hopeless thousands. 


Americans Rush Ald. 


Today all relief organizations are 
rushing workers and suplies to Athens, 
where an organization covering the 
widest scope already is functioning. 
The relief committee of the American 
colony in Athens is carring for 40,000 
persons, on whom they are spending 
$175,000 donated by the American Red 
Cross. 

The American colony at Saloniki 
has formed a committee headed by U. 
L. Amos, formerly of Baltimore, as- 
sisted by C. M. Bosley of Cedar Rap- 
ids, Ia., and C. S. Lamb of Duluth. 
The committee is arranging to care 
for the refugees from Thrace, who are 
already beginning to arrive. 

Americans in Constantinople have 
formed the American Disaster com- 
mittee, headed by Rear Admiral] Bris- 
tol, which is aiding in the evacuation 
from Asia Minor and has arranged to 
secure ships to take off refugees. The 
near east relief committee, the Y. M.

WHAT LABOR HAS GAINED. 


If we stop to consider what almost all of us 
enjoy, what the man and womdn engaged in 
manual work enjoy, often with no thought of how 
they have come to possess it, we shall have a use- 
ful corrective of radical distortion and pessimism. 

The fact is that the wage earners in America, 
with exceptions confined chiefly to those who 
have recently arrived and imported with them 
a considerable part of the conditions which har- 
row the feelings of our liberals, already possess 
the things radical propaganda declares they must 
win for themselves by tearing down the system 
under which they enjoy it. 

Leisure is one of these, yet the bourgeois busi- 
ness man or clerk, on his way home after the 
day's work, has usually been preceded by the 
eight hour day wage earner. The .radical de- 
mands for the proletariat, the higher pleasures 
of life, books, the play, music. Yet books, maga- 
zines, and the press are cheap and universal. 
The moving picture, at a low price, brings the 


greatest actors and actresses before the multi-| 


tude in innumerable neighborhood theaters. The 
cheap victrola brings’ a Caruso or a Galli-Curci 
into the mechanic's cottage, if he wants them. 


The children of the poorest laborers are offered 
essential education at the expense of the state, 
and so favorable are the economic, social, and 
political conditions available to every responsible 
individual that almost every high place in busi- 
ness, finance, the professions, and politics is occu- 
pied by a man who began without fortune or 
worldly influence. 

The American rule is not that those on the top 
rung remain there but that the top rung belongs 
to the man who has had the energy and wit to 
reach it from the lowest. 


In short, if we are not induced by propaganda 
to fix our thought on the extreme and the excep- 
tional, it is as clear as daylight that under Amer- 
ican conditions the widest well being not only is 
possible but actually exists. We are told that 
capitalism is a system of inequity ‘and oppression 
of the majority, espécially* of the manual toiler. 
Yet capitalism by stimulating industry,and en- 
couraging private initiative has produced and is 
producing i gly a*~volume of wealth per- 
mitting and insuring. a comfort, welfare, and 
steady progress which virtually every one can and 
does possess. eabcae 5 

The common laborer of teday can and does 
enjoy comforts and pleasures of which the aris- 
tocrats of a century ago did not dream. His 
dwelling is warmer and better ‘Nghted than their 
palaces. When he goes to work he has com- 
fortable and swift means of transportation far 
beyond the possibilities of an English duke or a 
French marquis of a few generations ago. Very 
few plutocrats or princes in the days of their 

greatness could hear a Caruso or see the great- 
est actors of their day save on special occasions. 
They were far more at the mercy of disease and 
suffered more Wiscomforts than the thrifty and | 
intelligent wage earner of America in our time. 
In short, capitalism, which is founded on the

ers together. | 

That is all constructive work founded upon a 
‘sound constructive idea. It ‘is to some extent 
theoretical, but it has in it the vital germ of the 
practical. Take Chicago, for instance. We needed 
a new subway almost as much in the industrial 
depression of last year as we do now. We needed 
the Illinois Central electrification improvement. 
We needed the proposed elevated and surface 
line extensions. We needed the South Water 
street improvement. We needed the proposed 
| $38,000,000 electric power station development. We 
| needed the Ogden avenue improvement. We 
pneeded good roads. Yet none of those needs was 
‘In shape to give employment to the thousands 
| of men out of work in Chicago. Money was not 
| available to finance the jobs. The result was 


' 


semi-starvation for many families, and a greatly 
reduced buying power, which reduced demand for 
factory output and factory labor, and so on. 

If credits could previously have been provided 
for financing such work, private and municipal, 
‘and plans prepared under which construction 
could have begun, Chicago would have been the 
most prosperous city in a depressed country. If 
other cities could have done the same there 
would have been virtually no general depression. 
The good times would have helped us over the 
bad times. 


WARS OF THE FUTURE. 


A reading of the interview with Marshal Luden- 
dorff, obtained not without personal risk by Ferdi- 
nand Tuohy, will endanger Mr. Little’s charge, the 
cannery.

own. When Ludendorff and his like on false pre- 
tenses led the German people into a war “for the 
| supremacy of our (the German) race,” the German- 


| Americans “ terrible people,” refused to aid them at 


their adopted country. So they are in Ludendorff’s 
eyes “schreckliche Leute,” a terrible people. But 
they will not be so named in history. They were 
,;more loyal to their race than Ludendorff, who 
| helped to prostrate Germany under the ruins of its 
greatest achievements, the achievements of peace 
and not of war. 

As for the future, there is an illuminating remark 
in the interview. Ludendorff still dreams of war 
and conquest, and Mr. Tuohy reports that he and 
his party envisage it “as a lightning affair of aero- 
planes and chemistry, in no way necessitating the 
calling up of national armies.” Ludendorff touched 
on this, says Mr. Tuohy, in his only phrase on war: 
“One army corps should suffice.”

One ts to cause as much trouble as possible for 
European administrations and the destruction if 
possible of western political and economic domina- 
tion in Asia and Africa. The other is the prole-, 
tarian revolution. 

Under the first phase, the nationalist movements 
are encouraged, in spite of the fact that nationalist 
political aspirations do not square at all with Com- 
munist hopes of an international proletarian world 
revolution. | 

But this inconsistency does not at first appear. 
Ardent Asiatic nationalists have welcomed any help 
obtainable and have reasoned that since European 
imperialism was capitalistic, bolshevik policy and 
nationalism had a common enemy for whose defeat 
they might safely join. 

But bolshevist agitation had taken a Communist 
propaganda form, inevitably, and its tendency 
could not avoid being profoundly, if not explicitly, 
hostile to the class which leads nationalist move- 
ments. It was all well enough to talk of expelling 
the British capitalist, but bolshevik agitation at 
the same time was operating upon the social and 
economic ideas of the masses. Kemal is, in bol- 
shevik definition, a bourgeois, and so are the lead- 
ers of nationalism in all the regions of revolt. 
Thus the aid of bolshevism was as a two-edged 
sword, and unquestionably this fact has moderated 
and, we believe, in the end will determine the 
policy of the nationalists in regard to Russian 


alliances. 

It is worthy of note that THE TRIBUNE'S corre- 
spondent, John Clayton, intimated that the rela- 
tions of the Angora government with Moscow were 
not as serious as was supposed, and we can believe 
thaf the incompatibility of the objects of the na- 
tionalist groups in Asia and Egypt with the com- 
munism of bolshevik propaganda will eventually 
break any alliance which has seemed to have 
begun. Indeed it seems not improbable that na- 
tionalist politics may. presently find itself seeking 
@ ground for understan@ing with European im- 
perialism to protect: itself from.the greater evi 
threatened by Communist agitation. 

If this occurs, it may produce a modification of 
nationalist programs with which an intelligent 
imperialism can codperate. Liberal opinion in 
England doubtless would welcome such a develop- 
ment, which would permit of an evolution for 
Asiatic peoples under a moderated imperialism. 
It would save the empire and at the same time 
make it possible for both India and Egypt to grow 
into the modern world and its conditions under 
western guidance.

WHEN THE CITY HALL DISLIKES CROWDS, 
[Chicago Daily News.] 
When the Lundin-Thompson machine takes an 
interest in a political campaign it is not afraid of 
crowds. It# methods of advertising are familiar to the 


Chicago public. They convert the loop into a bedlam. 
The din, the unearthly shrieking and yelling of the 
Thompson megaphones, human and mechanical, and 
the blocking of the sidewalks in front of halls 
or theaters by aggressive distributors of campaign 
documents are among the features of city hall elec- 
tioneering that make walking in the loop district an 
ordeal. 

There are times, however, when the city hall dislikes 
crowds and instructs policemen to suppress electric 
or other signs used for campaign purposes. For 
example, it objects violently to signs. that tell the 


public graphically about the celebrated Faherty ex- | 


perts and the fat fees they pocketed—without paying 
an income tax upon them. It happens that a Demo- 
cratic campaign committee is responsible for the signs 
in question. They are calculated to attract crowds. 
They are truly educational. But the sort of education 
they yield is not conducive to the prestige of the city 
hall machine or of its favorites. Hench the city hall 
protests against crowds. 

The courts may or may not come to the reseue of 
the Democratic campaign committee, but the facts 
the committee wishes to emphasize can be published 
in other ways. The taxpayers should know about the 


the dodging of income taxes, and all the rest of the 
piquant story. 

Even a little inconvenience caused by crowds on 
sidewalks would be cheerfully borne by Chicagoans 
while the educational campaign is on.

SWIFTER PACE, 
SURVEY SHOWS 


More Jobs and Better 
Pay, Report Reveals. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
Despite the hampering of a car 
shortage, industry on Oct. 1 was hitting 
up a swifter pace than on Sept. 1. Em.- 
ployment wes substantially larger in 
ten of fourteen major industrial groups 


and only four basic lines registered a 
decrease in pay rolls. 

Such is the report made by the em- 
ployment service of the United States 
department of labor in its monthly 
survey. Its information ic «athered by 

‘ wire from 1,428 firms, employing more 
than 1,600,000 workers in sixty-five in- 
dustrial centers, and this is supple 
mented by reports from agents in 3656 
principal cities. 

Traveling salesmen in the midwest 
are coming back to town with reports 
of increased buying in the agricul- 
tural states, despite the lamentation of 
the farming regions: .inst commodity 
prices, Which are still out of balance. 
Country merchants are giving some- 
what larger orders than a year ago, 
go many commercial travelers declare. 
and the “ pick-up ” is quite general. 


Labor Shortage Increases. 

The shortage of common labor which 
was noted in some localities five or six 
months ago, is becoming more wide- 
spread, so the reports indicate, and in 
many lines there is a growing scarcity 
of skilled workers, 

The tendency of wages is still up- 
wards, another reflection of the revival] 
of industry and the increase in em- 
ployment. 

September saw a seasonal drop in 
the vehicle industry, also in stone, clay. 
and glass products, and in metal prod. 
ucts other than those of iron and steel 
Textiles have increased working forces 
due to the adjustment of labor contro 
versies, and mill hands and factory 
workers are in strong demand in New 
England and the middle Atlantic states. 

The iron and steel mills put more 
men to work and the railroad repair 
shops added to their pay rolls. Leather 
lumber, paper making, printing, food 
products, leather and shoes, chemicals 
tobacco manufactures, all registered in. 
creases in employment. Out of sixty. 
five large industrial cities forty-eight 
reported more employment Sept. 30 
than on Aug. 30; only seventeen had 
decreases.

Notables See Vanderbilt Tie 
Michigan in 0 to 0 Tussle

Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 14.—The Michi- 
gan Wolverine crept back to its lair 
tonight torn and toppled from its ex- 
alted heights in the gridiron world asa 
| result of its 0-0 tie at the hands of 
| Vanderbilt. A Vanderbilt line defense | 
that stood as impregnuble as steel told | 
the tale of Michigan’s failure to batter 
the commodore into helplessness as had. 
been broadly predicted before the game. 

The touted Wolverine with its kit of 
battering rams in the figures of Kipke, 
Cappon, and others, scored a harmless 
six first downs against the Commo- 
dores—and two of them were results of 
penalties. Vanderbilt made one first 
down from scrimmage but the in- 
ability of its offense was towered over 
by the impenetrable and steadfast man- 
ner in which its defense flung back the 
thrust of the Michigan backs. 


Steadfast on Defense. 


Kipke was helpless in his battering 
assaults against the Vanderbilt line 
and time after time was nailed even be- 
hind his own line of scrimmage. Cap- 
pon alone was able to make a dent on 
the offense. 

The game’s high point and Michi- 
gan’s only opportunity of crossing 
Vanderbilt's goal, came only a few 
minutes after the game was called. A 
partially blocked punt gave the Wol- 
verines the ball on Vanderbilt's 25 yard 
line. Two end runs,.two iine, bucks 
and a forward pass cavried Michigan 
to within one yard of Vanderbilt’s goal 
line. In three attempts, all of them 
vicious jabs at the heart of the Com- 
modore line, the Wolverine was 
stopped still. When the ball was 
taken after the last down, it was one 
foot from thé Vanderbilt goal line. 

Vanderbilt's One Chance. 

Vanderbilt had only one possible op

LLINOIS leads every state in 
the union and the whole of 
Canada in the matter of public 
golf courses. The last issue of 

the Bulletin of the Greens Section 
of the United States Golf associa- 
tion gives an incomplete list of 
the courses in the two countries, 
and these total 116. 

Of this number there are fifty- 
four eighteen hole courses, .forty- 
one nine holes, one of twelve-holes, 

“and three of six holes. 

Illinois tops the list with nine- 
teen courses, and this does not in- 
clude two in Chicago under course 
of construction. 

Pennsylvania and New York each 
have seven and Massachusetis 
two. The western states make 
a better showing than the east,

Down the Ages 


RANSPORTATION is an impor- 

tant factor in human progress. 

In a booklet descriptive of the 

world’s fair at Chicago this fact 
is brought pertinently home by two in- 
scriptions which appeared on a tab- 
let on the Transportation building. at 
the fair. They read as follows: 

“ Of all the inventions, the alphabet 
and the printing press alone excepted, 
those inventions which abridge dis- 
tance have done most for civiliza- 
tion.”

Saving Rural Schools 


Eighteen thousand rural schools are 
furnishing transportation for pupils 
Through 


the motor bus the consolidated rural 
school is made possible and consoli- 
dations are going forward at the rate 
of about 1,000 per year. There are still 
180,000 one room schools which should 
be consolidated. Since a consolidated 
school combines several adjacent 
school districts into one school, it 
means a larger and better equipped 
school house. Since in the one room 
rural school one teacher teaches all 
grades from the kindergarten to the 
eighth grade, while in the cdnsolidated 
school each teacher instructs but two 
or three grades, this means fewer and 
more highly qualified teachers and 
better teaching. 


Plant Goes Under. 


The Harroun Motor Car company of 
Wayne, Mich., has been adjudged bank- 
rupt by Judge Arthur Tuttle in federal 
court. The petition of the creditors to 
have the concern declared bankrupt 
was made several years ago, but the 
directors believed they would be able 
to put it on a paying basis, so court 
proceedings have been delayed until 
the present time.

Model Delayed by 


Summer Strikes 


ROGRESS in the construction of 

the “ideal section’ of the Lin- 

coln highway has been material- 

ly delayed by the strike and the 

resulting cessation of material ship- 

ments, is the announcement made from 

the headquarters of the Lincoln High- 
way association. 

This model piece of road between 

Dyer and Schererville in Lake county, 

Indiana, is being built by the associa- 


ition to demonstrate what is ‘believed to 


be the last word in modern, durable 
highway specifications for main routes 
of heavy travel. Every safeguard is 
being thrown around the work, to the 
end that the completed paving may be 
as perfect as modern highway engi- 
neering can produce. P 


No chances will be taken in laying 


any of the concrete pavement during 
cold weather. This means that the 
pavement will probably be completed 
from the west end of the section to 
the bridge this year and the balance, 
toward Schererville, postponed until 
spring. The old macadam now ex- 
tending west of Schererville will not 
be torn up, so that traffic will meet 
with a minimum of inconvenience dur- 
ing the winter. 

Both bridges are now rapidly near- 
ing completion, and the state has fin- 
ished the eighteen foot concrete road 
which will connect the west end of the 
ideal section with the Illinois state 
line. This section of paving was built 
to the usual state specifications, eight 
inches ‘thick, without reinforcing. 


The ideal section paving will be 
forty feet wide on a 100 fot right of 
way and ten inches thick, eighty 
pounds. of peinforcing steel being em- 
bedded in every 100 square feet. 

Beautification of the right of way, 
details of lighting, and other final 
touches under the direction of Jens 
Jensen, landscape architect of Chi- 
cago, will also be accomplished next 
spring, and the section is expected to 
be finally opened for the inspection of 
highway engineers and the general 
public at that time.

EW YORK.—([Special Correspond- 
ence.]—Nobody can look at the new 
autumn modes without being im- 
pressed by an 1880 theme that runs 

through many of the collections. I have 
seen frocks with tight fitting little basques— 
buttoned down the back, mind you—and 
long sleeves and a high choker collar which 
needed only the wide and bustled skirt to 
convict them of thorough going Victorian- 
ism. I have seen others where the message 
of the bustle is deftly communicated. This 
is mainly through the agency of a big bow 
tied at the back, but the arrangement of the 
drapery is often responsible for the effect. 
As to the circular flounce, they reckon 
ill who leave it out. Whatever may be your 
sentiments on the subject, the circular 
flounce is here, and it ws here on frocks, 


coats, and capes. Sometimes only one of 
these menaces appears. At other times the 
hem of the skirt is invaded by an able bod- 
ied pair of 'em.. You see these flounces 
quite often in connection with the simple 
little frock with normal, defined waist line 
and short sleeves. At other times the de- 
tail serves as a climax for a long lined after- 
noon or evening frock that has a few spasms 
of drapery instead of a girdle. 

I show it today twice on the page. Third 
from the left a brocaded velvet in wood 
brown drapes a top skirt finished with a 
georgette flounce in lighter tone. This 
georgette is bound in plain brown silk and is 
thus repeated on the sleeve flounces. A col- 
lar and inset sleeve bands extend the crépe's 
dominion still further. 

In the center of the page is an afternoon 
dress of the new brocade de Smyrne in 
reseda green with design of gray that has 
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been subjected to the same cure for monot- 
ony. The gauntlet cuffs and the collar are 
formed of bands of silver dyed rabbit, one 
of the new peltry fancies of the season. 
As to the shape of these cuffs, it is one re- 
peated again and again throughout the 
autumn collections. 

Personally I do not commend either of 
these models. The circular flounce is one 
of those fussy bits of dressing which have 
not been much appreciated since the days 
of the Florodora Sextette. It may be a 
symptom of later disaster, but certainly this 
winter it will get no universal reception. I 
show these frocks, therefore, only in order 
to present some of the late experiments on 
the clothesline. 

Much more safe and sane is the skirt com- 
posed of uncircular flounces. These are 
extremely smart just now, and they do not 
offend a taste molded by our long time ac- 
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ceptance of the straight silhou- 
ette. I show this in the frock 
at the extreme left in a King’s blue velvet 
trimmed with bands of gray rabbit which 
was copied from a black velvet model from 
Paris. Here again, you see, we are hit by the 
fire of the Big Bertha, that collar artillery 
which has aimed at so many recent clothes. 
As I have said, the tiered skirt is good. 
So is the one which has panels formed of 
flounces extending from girdle to skirt hem. 
This latter treatment is especially success- 
ful rf your dress be of crépe, and in this case 
the ruffles are usually finely plaited. Thus 
on « black crépe Romaine afternoon frock 
which I saw the other day a plaited skirt 
was finished by two side panels of these 
plaited ruffles. And then, just to show you 
that there was no weakening of the plait con- 
viction, the side sections and back of the cor- 
sage had more of these tucks. Also, the deep 
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pointed flounces of the sleeves! 
Plaits play around with almost 
everything this autumn. So does braid. One 
simply can’t go wrong, in fact, if one goes 
out and buys a few miles of braid and then 
applies it to coat or frock. On some of the 
blue serge models I have inspected I got 
only a few glimpses of the dress material 
under this heavy ambush of trimming. In 
this connection one must, speak, too, of the 
popularity of gold and silver braid. 

Poor old far, at one time it was comsid- 
ered quite good enough for trimming! Now, 
however, it is occasionally relegated into the 
position of a mere retainer on the bounty 
of other trimming. Of course, this is not 
always true, but the fact cannot be over- 
looked that one of the whims of this au- 
tumn is to deck your fur collar and cuffs 
with metallic braid. As an example of this 
I introduce the afternoon coat second from 


the left. Here gray velours is collared and 
cuffed in moleskin and the latter is banded 
in silver braid. A large silver clasp finishes 
a narrow mole girdle and ties of metallic rib- 
bon are featured at the neck line. This is 
really a perfectly exquisite garment, espe- 
cially when finished by the cashmere hat im 
Persian design and bn Tend from the under 
brim of which dips a coquettish little silver 
braid. 

And, by the way, these silver and gold 
veils have been mustered out to swell the 
ranks of metallic trimmings and accessories. 
They may be tiny affairs like the one illus- 
trated or they may be ample portieres. Be- 
fore leaving the figure just described I want 
to call your attention to the kid shoes with 
the corrugated wooden buckles which I men- 
tioned in my last letter as being a late Paris 
novelty. Another shoe novelty is repre 
sented by the left hand figure. Here the 


tongues of the pumps are about as big as the 
Pilgrim Fathers user to wear and they are 
all bedecked with a cut out design. 

More braid occurs—this the soutache per- 
suasion—on the black velvet frock fourth 
from the left. Bands of this black are ap- 
plied to under sleeves and collar of «gray 
georgette, and a guimpe of velvet is inset 
with the same crépe relieved by bands and 
a motif of the braid. The skirt of this 
model is arresting, for three bands of self- 
material cross the front to descend into side 
draperies revealing a gray georgette lining. 

This model has the new sleeve with puff 
just above the tight wrist. So has the other 
braid trimmed model second from the right. 
Here a brown street frock of brown kasha 
has belt, vestee, and trimmings of gold braid 
and the fanlike plaited panels in front are 
tied at the top with bows of self material. 

Braid has a powerful competitor in rib- 


bon, and the charming caramel colored erépe 
afternoon frock at the extreme right bene- 
fits by motifs of brown and white ribbon 
applied in circles. Each sleeve is practically 
a cape split down the top. Another ingeni- 
ous touch is supplied by a fold of self mate- 
rial passed through a slit in the corsage. As 
to the single side panel, this is a feature fre- 
quently encountered this fall. Often the 
orphan is of contrasting material and some- 
times it is plaited. 

The last model on the page is an old blue 
velvet afternoon or dinner coat with three 
fan shaped panels in the back and a collar 
formed of interlacing rings of harmonizing 
silk. A long fringe of the same silk punc- 
tuates cuffs achieved by little puffed rolls— 
not bands. Underneath these cuffs and 
above this collar peeps the gray squirrel, 
which lines the garment throughout.

If 
you find it necessary to make any real 
alteration, mark the pattern clearly at 
the place or places, and remedy in lay- 
ing on and cutting out. In joining the 
skirt to the waist, lay the front out 
flat on a table and pin the middle of 
the skirt to the middle of the waist: 
then pin the pieces carefully together 
all the way around, working from the 
middle towards the ends. The edge of 


the skirt should be carefully turned | 


in across the top before laying it in 
place on the waist, and then, after it 
is pinned all along, baste together. 
Stitch twice on the machine—once 
close to the edge and again one-quarter 
inch below. Do this same work on the 
back next, and after removing bast- 
ings put the seams together. 


The dress is intended to be slipped 
on over the head, and the left shoulder 
seam is left open for the purpose. Of 
course, the seam is joined at the arm- 
hole end for a short distance, then 
the balance is left open and finished 
for closing. The front shoulder edge 
is turned back and makes the faced 
hem, and the back edge is used as 
an extension hem. The snaps must be 
put on so that when closed the seam 
lines will come exactly together. And 
in order to have the closing as in- 
visible as possible, the snaps on the 
faced edge should be set back about 
one-eighth inch. 


Is Marriage a Failure? 


From the Bleachers. 


I have never been able to qualify 
for this game on account of ill health, 
but I have eat patiently on the bleach- 
ers for years and watched it-—first 


with the sinister purpose of proving 
to myself that I had missed nothing, 
but as the years passed I stayed on 
because I was interested in the game 
for its own sake.

These the game 
knocks out before a strike is called. As 
they are carried off they have a dazed 
expression or a hurt look as if asking 
why some one did not tell them the 
'game was like this. 

The second group is made up of play- 
ers who appear fit in every particular. 
They play well to first base, for the 
romance of the thing carries them that 
far. And of those who are lucky 
enough to make third, the majority 
make a good finish. The rub comes, 


‘however, between the first and third 


bases. This is approximately the time 
between the birth of the first child and 
marriage of the last one. 

To illustrate, take the case of Marion 
and Nell. They loved one another if 
any couple ever did. I use the past 
tense, for when I visited them recent- 
ly I saw no ‘evidence of any affection 
whatever. They were poor to begin 
with, and they have not been able to 
save, for their six years of married 
life have brought them four children. 
Their furniture is beginning to look 
shabby, and since they cannot afford 
a maid the house always looks dishev- 
eled. Marion dislikes this and says 
so in a hundred ways without words. 
Nell, who can do no better, resents it. 
She has had to give up everything 
outside home duties. Marion feels his 
business demands that he attend his 
clubs and his lodges. He keeps in 
touch with the world while Nell stag- 
nates at home and lets the breach 
‘widen. They no longer have time to 
read magazines or talk things over 
together, for the children keep them 
‘on duty every waking hour. The case 
appears hopeless, but I know from 
|long watching of the game that it is 
not so bad as that. Fortunately they 
have health, although Nell is aging. 
If they remain loyal to one another 
until they can worry to third, they 
will perhaps make it in home all right.

Most Wemen Need One. . 

Corse’ manufacturers have put much 
aft into this revival of their wares. 
Their study of figures and of hygienic 
urinciples. deserve favorable comment 
and the adoption of their manufactured 
article. I do not hesitate to say that 
few women over 25 are not improved 
by wearing a well fitted corset. 

But since corsets are designed on cer- 
tain Mmes for certain figures, on other 
nes for heavier figures, why go to a 
counter and pick up a bargain pair 
when one might walk out much more 
triumphantly with a corset that would 
wear longer and give a better line if 
fitted to the individual figure.

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There is no @oubt that a corset is to 
the majority of figures as important as 
the dress. Under my direct observa- 
tion was this demonstrated recently. 
An acquaintance who thinks nothing of 
spending hundreds on dresses and furs

class—had a pet economy, even as you 
and I have one, and hers was bargain 
corsets. She never looked really smart 
because she had fleshy shoulders and 
ran in taste to the tightened waist, 
which sent her bulging from the corset 
top up. 

“You go to Mme. X.,” said the cos- 
tumer over a dream of a $165 dress, 
“and have her fit you properly, or you 
cannot have this dress."’ 

Friend J. came back, put the dress 
on, and I’m not exaggerating when I 
gay ten years was hidden away some- 
where in that corset. The corsetiere 
told her that her corset was three sizes 
too small and its waistline was too 
high. With the larger corset the 
bulges are Wissing and the wearer isa 
credit to the artist designer of the 
frock. 

In Lieu of Exercise. 


Of course it would be an ideal state 
if the article could be disposed of, and 
it could be if women lived the life of 
exercise originally intended to keep the 
symmetry of figure. But we don’t, ac- 
count of excuses that have the sound of 
reason and then again have not, and 
so the corset is a necessity for most of 
us; not just any old corset, but the one 
which suits our individual figure, 

Present day manufacturers must be 
credited with a study of the wide va- 
riety of types to be met in their busi- 
ness. And nowadays, when line is 
preached from every magazine and 
woman's feature page, the importance 
of correct corseting is not to be over- 
looked. 

I suppose the worst lines are spoken 
by the woman who still insists upon 
tight lacing. The results are a heavier 
bust, heavier lower limbs, and an un- 
easy movement. A tight brassiere 
which is usually added by this type 
only make matters worse by causing 
more bulge. When flesh is squeezed it 
must needs bulge in hard and ugly 
lumps. If you are inclined toward a 
heavy bust, get a wider waist line in 
the corset and lace it loosely, more 
loosely than you need for comfort, 
loose enough to provide for the diu- 


posal of all the bulges, big and little,

you sit down. The brassiere, too, 
should be bought in a larger size for 
the waist line, and if remodeling is to 
be done let the tucks be taken in 
around the upper part of it. 


Close Lacing Important. 


That enlarged diaphram may be dis- 
posed of in the larger waist line corset. 
No one thinks anything now of asking 
for a 30, 32, or 34 corset, whereas a 
few years back when corsets were 
condemned on hygienic principles, she | 
would have blushed to ask for a 25 
size. Good corsetieres leave no great 
gap between corset eyes, as in former 
days, thus eliminating more bulging. 
One artist fitter tells me she fits her 
patrons so that the lacing is not more 
than an inch wide, Then, if the corset 
becomes loose after being worn a 
while, she refits it and takes a tuck 
here and there. ‘ 

“ The overfull and rounded shoulders 
are thus disposed of. “A corset to fit: 
correc¥y,” she tells me, “is one that 
holds the lower hip and abdomen firmly 
supported and still permits an ease of 
movement. This you can get only in 
a corset wide in the waist line.” 

Generally speaking, the low bust cor- 
set is to be recommended, and if there 
is any tendency to heaviness of the 
bust, let the brassiere take care of it. 
Practically every woman, no matter 
how slim, requires a brassiere to sup- 
port her bust and mold the figure along 
symmetrical lines. But no brassiere 
should be worn so tight as to compress 
the bust. I am told young girls are 
given to this bad habit in their desire 
to attain a de luxe slimness, 

Women who lead sedentary lives are 
apt to spread from long hours of sit- 
ting. A long skirted corset with elastic 
inserts to allow for comfort is recom- 
mended to prevent this, 

Buying Hurriedly Unwise. 

The long skirted corset may be worn 
by the slender girl as well as by her 
heavier sister. In the new gowns 
there must not be that disfiguring 
break of line where the short corset 
stops. This part of the figure needs a 
protecting measure for reasons of 
modesty of appearance, as the bust re- 
quires a brassiere. 

If you have uneven hips or other de- 
formities of figure, you will be sur- 
prised what a good corsetiere can do 
for you. But do not buy a corset on 
one of your hurried shopping days. 
Take time to try on a number of pairs, 
and if you are heavy do not economize. 
Ecenomize on the dress instead, since it 
is “line, line” that is all important

In the city, how- 
ever, where it is necessary that the 
houses be in close proximity, the prob- 
lem is more complex, and questions 
other than personal preference must 
guide the selection. The color of each 
house should bear some relation to 
colors of neighboring houses. In many

seats at the sides. These, with the 
blinds and window trims, are painted 
a soft greenish blue, as also are the 
flower boxes at the windows, which are 
filled with pink geraniums and over- 
hanging ivy vines. At either side of 
the front entrance there are dwarf 
blue needle pine trees. 

A characteristic color for a suburban 
home of colonial design is yellow. An 
impressive home of this type in one of 
our own suburbs is painted a clear 
yellow with columns and trim of ivory 
white. The shutters are rich in dark 
green, and the roof is atained in a 
slightly lighter tone of green. 

Interesting combinations of colors 
may be had where stucco is used. In 
New York, a house which is greatly 
admired is of grayish green stucco. 
The woodwork of the windows, doors, 
and porch is stained a deep brown, 
and the tiles on the roof are red. 


There is a small house which has 
been cleverly thought out in Long 
Island. It was designed to fit a posi- 
tion between two others, one of which 
is of stucco and the other of shingles. 
The idea of each house is carried out 
in the intermediate one, by the use 
of a combination of the two materials. 
The walls of the ground floor are 
covered with gray stucco; the upper, 
shingled walls are painted light gray. 
The baton blinds, with apertures sawed 
in the form of crescent moons, are 
dull light green, and the shingles of 
the roof are stained dull brown, Win- 
dow boxes, filled with nasturtiums, 
add their note of gaiety. 

For the waila of a summer cottage 
taupe stuceo is a good selection. Trel- 
lises for vines, window trims. and 
doors should be painted ivory white, 
in this instance, and the blinds and 
roof should be done in mellow green. 

A summer home in the mountains is 
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gets all the imbedded dirt.

The house, grounds, and all cover 
only one-third of an acre, but the land- 
scape gardening is so beautifully done 
that the appearance is that of a vast 
estate. 

The color of the window shades must 
be taken into consideration, from the 
standpoint of their exterior aspect as 
well as from that of their relation to 
the interior. They should match some 
one of the colors on the outside of 


the house.

A small frame house in the. city 
which was painted putty color has 
window shades which match exactly. 
The t@éte-de-negre trims serve the pur- 
pose of marking off the windows nice- 


ly, so that there is not a feeling of |. 


monotony, due to the fact that the 
window openings are filled in with the 
same color as that of the walls. The 
material used for the roller shades is 
double faced, so that the color scheme 
of the interior as well as that of the 
exterior may be carried out. 


Many of the best examples of colonia! 
houses are of red brick. Ivory white 
is an effective and appropriate color 
for the columns and trims for a house 
of this type. The window shades here 
should match the trims. 

Picture to yourself a buff colored 
brick house with trims and wooden 
blinds of deep grayish green. Window 
shades of the same green would be neat 
as well as practical. 

It is not always the house itself 
which is pleasing. Almost any house, 
if not treated in the proper scale of 
coloring, would be unattractive. But 
dress its exterior properly and har- 
moniously and the plainest little house 
can be converted into a real dream 
home.

AUTUMN EATING AND 
COOKING APPLES. 
HEN I see an apple ple as dry 
W as sticks or two sticks, I won- 
der what variety of apple 
went into it. I also wonder if 
the one who made the pie gave the 
slightest thought to the different char- 
acters of apples, to say nothing of 
tneir different suitabilities, endless va- 
recy, and charm. 

wr did tne maker of that pie pur- 
posely choose a dry apple that would 
give her little or no treuble in the 
cooking of it between pastry covers? 
If a juicy pie apple is not baked care- 
fully, whether in a pie or plain baked, 
it will, when once at the boiling point 
—where it should remain or a little 
below—boil vigorously and over. Then, 
because the oven is so unreasonably 
hot, the wasted apple juice and, pulp 
as well will burn on quite hopelessly. 

“There are no end of curious and in- 
teresting facts about apples to arouse 
our wonder, and especially our admira- 
tion, if we place ourselves in the way 
of realizing what they are. We do not 
speak of an “eating peach” nor an 
“eating pear” nor an “eating plum - 
nor of an “eating strawberry.” Isn't 
it rather curious to speak as we 680 
often do of an “ eating apple”? “ Eat- 
ing” here, of course, does not mean at 
all the same thing even that it does 
in the term “eating house,” since 
when it is applied to food the regard 
is to its quality. | 

Acquiring Food Discrimination. 

If we want to study food quality, 
gain some technique concerning some 
one at least of the foods that we are 
Using endlessly, perhaps we could do 
eo more conveniéntly in the case of 
the apple than in the case of any other 
food. To train ourselves in one food 
specifically is to find ourselves acquir- 
ing higher discrimination In reference 
to all. There is culture, satisfaction, 
entertainment, and plain straight 
rnowledge to be obtained in this sort 


of training and we do not have to go 
out of our way much to gain it. It 
will give our eating at least a second- 


ary interest and go that far in remov- 
ing foods from dull associations. 


We could take the apple for study 
because it 33 easy to buy a single 
“pple, whereas a food like meat is far 
more expensive, and you must buy 
a whole guinea hen, a whole turkey, 
a whole squab, and buy them many 


_ times over to get the fullest knowledge 


of them. Cereals have to be cooked, 
but we have but to eat the apple. If 
you want to study cooking apples that 
is another matter. Some apples are 
good for apple snow, while the same 
sort is a little trying for pies. Some 
apples make both wonderful apple 
sauce ard pie and pandowdy (a deep 
pudding dish of apples covered with a 
crust and cooked slowly for hours, or 
until apples are a deep red—luscious 
with cream when tue right sort of 
apples are used) but they would not 
cook to a snow. And some apples cook 
to a leather, and so forth. 
Orcharding a Gentlemanly Pursuit. 
Our great apple eating season is now- 
adays initiated by a mardigras of apple 
features, parades, tossing of apples to 
the crowd, and displays no end. I 
watched an apple parade last year and 
wrote a thousand word descriptien of 
it—entertaining to me but useless as 


copy. The names of certain apples at. 


this season get a little exploiting, but 
if the names of all the apples were 
more emphasized there would grow up 
a sense of their quality which most of 
us do not possess. 

If we want to realize how endlessly 
charming the old names are—many of 
them have survived—we may go to 
such old writers on horticulture as 
Downing, who was among the extreme- 
ly industrious fruit growers of the 
early and middle part of the nineteenth 
century, so much of the work of whom 
ended with the civil war. There were 
many Burbanks in that day doing won- 
ders in growing fruits, to which their 
names became attached. They even 
tried growing potatoes from the seed 
and got as ititeresting results as those 
which made Burbank famous. But in 
particular they were extensive orchard- 
ists for the love of fruit mostly and 
because orcharding was a gentlemanly 
pursuit. They grafted and exchanged 
trees and imported and wrote and 
talked fruit. 

Named for an Emperor. 

Here is a record of one bit of import- 
ing. {It did not turn out as fine as 
most.] Longville’s Kernel, variety 
Sam’s Crab, “an apple introduced into 
our orchards from a garden of the 


London Horticultural society.” Some 
of the apples imported had been grow- 
ing for centuries under castle walls, 
or in “ gentlemen's” estates. It is as- 
tonishing how many of the nares of 
apples, like the Blenheim pippin, origi- 
nated in this way, and then when they 
got to America got named for Benja- 
min Franklin or a minister named 
“Porter.” The Porter apple, “a first 
rate New England fruit, raised by the 
Rev. S. Porter of Sherburne, Mass., and 
deservedly a great favorite in the-Bos- 
ton market,” was quite abundant last 
year in our own markets, taking on 
new life, as it were. The Country Gen- 
tleman for Sept. 23 has an editorial, 
a boost for both the Porter fruit and 
the tree, “a speaking picture of dig- 
nity and honesty.” 

Two of tre three autumn apples 
which we still get under the name 
Alexander were named for an emperor 
of that name—one a Russian emperor. 
The apple in the old book is called “a 
magnificent Russian species.” 

If one could follow back the pippin 
in history I am sure we would come 
in contact with no end of romantic 
and picturesque facts. The “fall pip- 
pin” is called a noble fruit for table 
or cooking, while the Blenheim pippin 
is called the flower of all pippins, of a 
rich, sharp, acid flavor and fine for 
cider. The Holland pippin is of old 
recommended for pies and called “ one 
of the best of kitchen apples.” Then 
there is the “ King of Pippins and the 
Kerry pippin, an Irish dessert apple 
from the county of Kerry.” 


“ Kitchen Fruits.” 


To garner up the names of the ap- 
ples, called “kitchen fruits” in the 
older days, would be no inconsiderable 
task, and their number is small com- 
pared to the eating apples. Among the 
most specialized of kitchen fruits are 
the sweet apples vor sweetings. An 
old English name for these apples 
after they were baked and ready to 
serve was “ black caps.”. The skin of 
the sweet apple, especially over the 
top, turns dark and almost chars 
easily. Some of these sweet apples 
have been famous and, on the other 
hand, sometimes accounted great fod- 
der for pigs who have been given the 
run of the orchard and have enjoyed 
the sweet apples as much as the bear 
does honey. 

We get the Gravenstein apple today, 
and according to the old authority it is 
a German apple which originated in 
Gravenstein, Holstein, a “somewhat 
aromatic ”’ apple, and ‘one of the “ fin- 
est apples of the north of Europe.” The 
very idea of an apple seems to give 
both the English and the Germans 
more pleasure than it does us. I shall 
never forget the great flat boats of 
Canadian apples that used to come by 
the River Spree to Berlin in the winter

“spice” which they amply deserve 
when straight from the tree, and after- 
ward if they have been well treated. 
Snow Apple Has History. 

And speaking of Canadian apples, we 
evidently have in the delicious snow 
apple, which we sometimes get in the 
month of October, in our markets an 
apple with a history. 
it the French name for snow apple, 
“pomme de neige,” with the varieties 
“fameuse” and “sanguineus.” Have 
you not seen its wonderful white flesh 


streaked with the same brilliant: red. 


of its skin, making this second variety 
name appropriate? The old description 
says: “A very celebrated Canadian 
fruit, which has its name from the 
snow white color of its flesh, or, as 
some say, from the village where it 
was taken in England. Flesh re- 
markably white, very tender, juicy and 
good, with a slight perfume. A hand- 
some dessert fruit.” ' 

The name “ Nonsuch” has been giv- 
en to ocher fruits besides the apple, 
but the apple of that name had fame 
because it was “an old English sort, 
chiefly valued for the beautiful trans- 
parent jelly jf makes.”’

which make beautiful jellies let us 
say that no apple makes a more trans 
parent and wonderful jelly than our 
wild crabs, if they are washed clean. 
They have a greasy skin which is a 
sort of preservative, and. they will 
keep for a long time after gathered, in 
a cool place, so that jelly may be made 
of them at any time. There is no 
trouble getting juice from them to 
“jell.” Of course, thrifty women when 
using fine cooking apples are likely to 
add water to the skins and cores, and 
make a fresh glass of jelly or two the 
winter through. 


Russets Lose Favor. 


An eating apple that used to be 
abundant in our markets, varieties of 
which were’ delicious fall eating ap- 
pies, was the russet. As it became 


drier and drier of flesh apparently’ it’ 


disappeared, having lost favor. But 
when you can get a fine russet, how 
fine it is! The old pineapple russet 
was described as follows: “Flesh very 
pale yellow, crisp, very short, and ten- 
der. Juice more abundant than in any 
apple I have ever met with, as it gen- 
eraliy runs very copiously as soon as 
cut open, ine, with just that 
proportion of acid which character- 
izes our most valuable fruits, and of a 
spicy, aromatic flavor, with a high 
perfume.” This was a dessert apple

scribed as having “a just proportion 
of acid, and of spicy, aromatic flavor 
with high perfume” would make pies 
which the eater would never forget. 
The old fashioned rambo was de- 
scribed as much such an apple, one v@ 
riety of which was called “seek no 
further,” and another a “bread and 
cheese” apple. The old description 
reads. “ The rambo is one of the most 
popular autumn fruits to be found in 
the Philadelphia markets. Itisa high- 
ly valuable apple for the table or 
kitchen... .. Flesh greenish white, 
very tender, with a rich, sprightly, 
sub-acid flavor. This apple resembles 
externally the American Domine.” 


. The “Jenneting” Apple. 

One of the apples the name of which 
old people of many years ago liked to 
roll on their tongue—you never forgot 
it if you heard them once say it—was 
“ jenneting,” or sometimes spelled jun- 
eating. The name is said to have been 
given it because it ripened first on 
St. John’s day, June 24. The white 
juneating was a fall apple which is 
said to have been mentioned by the 
diarist. Evelyn in 1660, and de&cribed 
bf Ray in 1688. There are a number 
of summer sorts of this apple, one of 
which has six species. One of these 
is the “Eve apple of the Irish,” and 
another the Margaret apple of the Ger- 
mans.

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence:J—A curious combination of fan- 
tastic melodrama and incisiye sotial satire is a play called “R. U, R.,” 
with which the Theater guild has begun its season at the Garrick. It is 
a Czecho-Slovakian drama written by a highly imaginative young man 

named Karl Capek, and it undertakes to show what might happen if some 
investigating scientist should discover the secret of life and be able to repopu- 
late the world with synthetic humans. 


“R. U. .R.” ‘stands for “Rossum’s Universal | 
Robots,” a robot beimg a human automaton invented 
by the elder Rossum. The inventor, however, is 
dead at the opening of the play and his formula has 
passed to his son, a scientific engineer, who has pro- 
ceeded to perfect the robot (pronounced “ robbut ’’) 
so that it has become a much more simple and prac- 
tical machine than it fad been before. The elder 
Rossum had been content to imitate nature, but the 
younger man seeks to shame God’ by -improving 
upon nature. Therefore, finding man a highly com- ! 
plicated bit of machinery, with far too many | 
organs, nerves, veins, etc!, he proceeds to strip him | 
of everything unnecessary to his value’as a strong 
and willing workman, His robot becomes human in 
all things save the lack of a soul. It is impervious | 
to pain or suffering, and, though made in male and | 
female form, is sexless and fearless. He considers 
it an excellent buy at $1560, 'f. o. b. the island where 
it is manufactured. 


Ten years later the business has passed’ té the 
hands Of*its’géneral manager, who seeks furthér to capitalize the robot indus- 
try, and incidentally to establish an earthly millennium by manufacturing 
enough robots to do all the work of the*world, while the surviving humans look 
on and enjoy life. He and his chemists are interested 
in a super-robot, one that will suffer, and will there- 
fore be more careful of its expensive body, but still 
remain an emotionless machine and the slave of 
man. 

In the next few years robots are turned out by 
the hundred thousand. Governments buy them. by 
the shipload and set them to fighting the. wars of 
the world. They do all the work and share none of 
the rewards. But now the robot, having acquired 
the power to suffer through the continued experi- 
menting of the scientists, acquires also the power to , 
hate and to reason. Soon they have organized and 
formed their internationals. Being universal robots, 
they cling together. When it is too late, the mantv- 
facturers realize that they should have made na- 
tional robots of different ‘colored skins that they 
might have been turned against each other. 

Now the robots have risen in rebellion as an 
army of Frankenstein monsters and wiped the earth 
clean of its human beings. And now they have dis- 
covered that, with the loss of the Rossum formula, 
they themselves are doomed. 

Here the play leaves them, but with a happy’ ending, if you please. Two 
of the super-robots, a young man and a young woman, tested by an aged 
mechanic, the one surviving human on the island, are found willing to-die for 
each other. Thus love is born among them and they go forth, a new Adam and 
another Eve, to reéstablish the human order.

“ Anna Christie,” which did so well in our midst last 
season that it comes tonight to try its fortune with 
a return engagement. In this case there will be no 
substitution of players; Miss Lord, Mr. Marion, Mr. 
Shannon, and the rest will all be here. Keeping that 
fine cast intact is an enterprise the sponsors of “A 
Bill of Divorcement” might have done well to 
emulate. 

But “ Anna Christie,” too, faces a perilous ex- 
periment in transplantation, From the director of 
the Odeon theater in Paris, last year, came a request 
to the Drama League of America and some other 
organizations to choose for him the six best and 
most representative American plays.

' World Watches Our Opera. 

Our experiment in civic opera is 
arpusing the interest of every other 
grand opera house in the world. Else- 
where where opera is established as a 
part of the life of the community it is 
either subsidized by the government or 
by a royal family, if there is one. 

There are so few of the latter left 
nowadays that it is usually the gov- 
erhment that helps local opera to exist 
as in Paris, Naples, Milan, Berlin, 
Vitnna, Munich, and Moscow. I think 
that this is so in Rome and Florence, 
too, but of this I can’t speak posi- 
tively. 

So the business of having opera sup- 
ported, as ours is, by making a great 
number of citizens subscribers to the 
maintenance fund, is quite a new ex- 
periment and a most interesting one in 
thé world of music. 

In undertaking to put this through 
Samuel Insull ventured on unknown 
territory and attempted the biggest 
job to which he ever put his hand, 
and he has handled some large propo- 
sitions in his active and successful 
‘career. All the greater should be his 
credit, for today 2,200 citizens of Chi- 
cago have become guarantors of the 
Chicago civic opera, promising to back 
it mp to the tune of $525,000 a year, 
their annual subscriptions ranging 
from $10 to $1,000. Already the guar- 
antors have been called upon to pay 
20 per cent of their pledges in order 
to finance the initial expenses of the 
season, and have come nobly up to 
the scratch,

“I was, as far as I know, the first 
American to return to Munich to study 
art. When I arrived (two years ago) I 
was sadly disa ppoinjgd to find Munich 
a closed city to all foreigners: even 


' Prussians were considered auslanders. 


Under no consideration was any one 
given permission to remain in Munich 
over twenty-four hours with the ekxcep- 
tion of those officially connected with 
relief work. I, as an American, did not 
believe in such restriction, so I decided 
to stay secretly, but for weeks I was 
kept busy dodging the police, stWing a 
few days here and a few days there. 

“Once, early one morning about 4:30 
o clock, 1 was caught in bed and or- 
dered to come to the police station, 
where, out of considerdtion for my 
beigg an artist, I was let off with a 
moderate fine and requested to leave 
Munich. I did—and went to a suburb 
two hours’ ride away. <A few days 
later I met a friend, another Chicago 
artist, but his art, music, Seymour 
Blair. He, by the way, was the one 
exception I found of a foreigner having 
acquired a permit to live in Munich, 
but how he got it was never revealed 
to a living soul. Suffice it to say he 
had had his troubles previougly, having 
been chased out of Munich Tour differ- 
ent times. 

“At any rate, he gave me some in- 
side information that the Hoover relief 
‘was to establish a branch in Munich 
and that possibly I could get a job as 
errand boy.’ I immediately applied, 
and got it. 

onttiel 

“Errand boy to the American relief 
administration entitle? me to a permit 
trom the police authorities for resi- 
dence in Munich. In the course of 
events I soon was graduated from er- 
rand boy. Knowing Munich as inti- 
mately as I did from a previous stay 
there of three years, and knowing 
something of American business meth- 
ods, I gradually became something 
like the main prop of the organization 
and was practically running the place 
until the branch was established. 

“Eventually I extended my useful- 
ness in photography to propaganda

work for the Quaker school kitchens 
and the Munich baby welfare, making 
daily trips to the poorer sections of the 
city. After half a year the American 
relief withdrew its Munich depot, but 
my permit, was still good for a long 
time. I was admitted to the art acad- 
emy because I had the permit. 
‘alae 

“Once working in the academy 
again, I became so absorbed in my 
studies I forgot to find out just when | 
the permit would expire. One. day, 
about Christmas time, I was summoned 
to the police station. 

“Did I know my permit had ex-| 
pired, and what was I doing in Munich? 

“I was studying art at the academy 
and did not know the permit had ex- 
pired. 

“TI was taken from one official to 
another and was finally fined a small 
sum (10 cents in our money) by the) 
judge, because I had been connected | 
with relief work. However, the police 
captain Was not so complacent, but, | 
with few words, had me placed under 
guard and taken to a dark, vaultiike 
cell, already filled with twenty of the 
roughest, most woebegone looking 
men I have ever seen. I discovered I 
was in jail, waiting deportation from 
Bavaria. I was not, however, sup- 
posed to be under arrest! 

* Dirty. looking gruel and a piece of 
the blackest bread were served for 
lunch and dinner, and for breakfast | 
an inky fluid made out of burnt stuff | 
to resemble imitation coffee, was hand- | 


ed to us in tin cups with another slice | 


of black bread. I gave my share, I 
couldn’t eat it, to my fellow prison- 
ers, and shey fought-even over the 
crusts. 

“For three days I listened to the 
eathedral clock, in the next square, 
chime out the hours night and day. 
I slept, when I could, on the floor—

taste. I was refused all requests to 
consult my friends or the American 
consul. I was to be deported on a 
Friday morning I was per- 
mitted to gowinder guard to my room 
to get some Recessities. I slipped a 
note to the landlady stating that I 
was under arrest, about to be deport- 
ed, and I wanted the censul to inter- 
fere. 

“I waited that night and the next 
day for word. Then I was summoned 
to the captain# office, where friendly 
faces greeted me. The consul, Dr 
Nies, rector vf the American church i 
Mun®h, and Prof. Carl Man, the Amer- 
ican director of the Munich Art acad- 
emy, were there. I was released, given 
another permit, well fed, the first time 
in three days, and then I went home 

"4 to bed for a good long sleep. 


.vvun after this experience art stu- 
dents, who were accepted at the acad- 
emy were given permission to remain 
in Munich as long as they were study- 
ing art, but during vacation periods 
they had to live somewhere else. 

“TIT have my permit now for next 
winter, as I am returning in a few 
weeks to continue my work at the 
academy. I have been given the free 
use of a studio for three years, if I 
care to stay that long, so I can work 
unmolested. It is not often a foreigner 
receives this special privilege.”

So ends the more or less dramatie 
part of Edwin Pearson's student career 
in Munich. As 4s well known, he is a 
Chicago artist, having begun his art 
studies at the Art institute, later going 
to Swedey, Munich, and Paris, and now 
back to Munich. His latest work is a 
group of sculpture, the blind King 
Oidipus and his daughter Antigone. It 
shows, I think, distinct signs of his Ger- 
man study, and is a dignified, majestic, 
somber sort of composition.

HE Life and Letters of Walter 

Hi. Page” is a book of the 
most serious historical inter. 
It’ is concerned mostiy 
with the years of Mr. Page’s ambassa.- 
dorship to Great Britain, which includ. 
ed the most tensely taut moments in 
american diplomacy during the years 
of our neutrality, when, by a mere 
fluke, we might have been tricked into 
a war with the allies. It is not, in 
the real sense, a life and letters of 
Walter Hi. Page. It is rather a de. 
tailed history of a period of the world’s 
sickness written from the notes of 
ene of the attending physicians. 

Burton J. Hendrick, who has “ edit- 
ed” the letters, has proved himself in 
jt an historian of no mean ability. He 
has used the letters merely as corrob- 
oration of his historical theses. The 
book is not, lik® so many of the “ let- 
ters” and personai record type of book 
which have come out of the war, mere- 
ly a personal justification of the Amer- 
jean ambassador to the court of St. 
James. It is a statement of the 
principles of Walter H. Page, which 
the reader is left to agree with or to 
tear to pieces according to his own 
political conscience. 

-~o~— 

One thing these letters bring out is 
that our ambassador to Great Britain 
during those tremulous times had his 
convictions and never compromised 
with them. His major premise was 
that the future of the world lay—as 
Mr. Wilson believed—in a group of 
free peoples, that America was the des- 
tined future leader of the werid, that 
England could be made to understand 
her ideals of freedom, and that a deeper 
friendship with England was an assur- 
ance of the triumph of American ideals. 
The war he believed to be a struggle 
between a kultur which was in no sense 
to American ideals and one 
with which we had more in common 
than with any other on the earth. 

It was a fixed conviction in his mind 
that a free people never planned a 
campaign of conquest, that no matter 
what Germany said about the economic 
causes of the war, about the “ bottling ” 
and strangling which was happening 
to her; no matter how grievously she 
needed a longer seacoast, no matter 
how passionately the kaiser talked 
about the yellow menace to Europe, 
the fact remainedthat the war was a 
war of conquest ard aggression, and 
that the result of a victory for Ger- 
many would be a servility of Europe 
which could in no sense be compatible 
with the American ideal. 

He also firmly believed that the Ger- 
man conquest would not have ended in 
Europe. but would have resulted with- 
out any question in the subservience of 
the United States also. With such a 
program he believed America’s future 
leadership was doomed. 

If there is one thing that these let- 
ters show it is that Mr. Page was con- 
vinced that the United States was des- 
tined to be the greatest nation in the 
world. “They say we truckle to the 
British,” he says in one of them. “ My 
plan is to lead the British. We have 
three white men to two in the British 
empire, Our manners, our politicians, 
and our newspapers are all that keep 
the English speaking white man, under 
our lead, from ruling the world without 
any treaty or entangling alliance what- 
soever.”

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What future historians will say of 
Walter H. Page, of course, lies in that 
mysterious strong box which is s0 
sternly guarded by time. Burtor J. 
Hendrick makes him one of the most 
vivid personalities of the great war 
and the story of his ambassadorship, 
told with simplicity [and no more than 
the natural prejudice of a biographer 
for his subject}, is a series of tense 
moments which we, in our comfortable 
neutrality, never suspected of hap- 
pening. 

Mr. Page criticized with passionate 
Vigor the utter lack of codperation of 
the state department with its foreign 
representatives. In one instance he 
sent eighteen cables about an urgent 
and important matter before he re- 
ceived any reply whatever from Wash- 
ington. Every one since Charles Fran- 
cis Adams and Lowell has complained 
of the same treatment, he says, but no 
one ever had such a wholly incompe- 
tent chief as was William Jennings 
Bryan. 

The United States never needed so 
badly a sense of her foreign relation- 


ships, he says, and she never had men 


in the state department who were 80 
wholly provincial and backwoodsy. His 
constant plea is for a realization in the 
government of the United States of her 
place in the world, a plea for her 
knowledge of her own international 
importance. 

The story of his years in London is 
the story of his corstant fight for 
those principles which he held to be 
cardinal to the future supremacy of 
the United States. At the time he 
Was accused in no unmistakable terms 
of being “ pro-British.” He never dis- 
guised the fact that he believed Ger- 
Many wholly wrong in ideals, princl- 
ples, policies, and methods. 

“Page,” said the President, “ is real- 
ly an Englishman, and I have to dis- 
count whatever he says about the sit- 
uation,” but he did not recall him, nor 
accept his resignation when it was of- 
fered at the beginning of his second 
term. Although the letters show an 
ardent admiration for England, they 
40 not show a truculence to England. 
They show that Mr. Page wanted Eng- 
land for an ally for the future glory of 
the United States.

They tell of his first days in London 
when his greatest problem was the 
English recognition of Huerta as pres- 
ident of Mexico. Forerunners of two 
such things as the late knee breeches 
flurry and Mr. Kipling’s outspoken re- 
marks are in his letters. “ You’ve no 
idea,”’ he says of the breeches, “ how 
nice and comfortable they are, though 
it is a deuce of a lot of trouble to put 
them on.” And “It was as friendly a 
man as Kipling who said to me, * Yoy 
kfiow your great government which 
does many great things greatly does 
not lie awake o’ nights to keep its 
promise’” [about the Panama tolls]. 
It was his constant distress that, al- 
though all of England thought. the 
United States a great nation, none of 
England thought its government at all 
admirable. 

They tell of the secret visit which 
Col. House made before the war to Ger- 
many and France and England, pro- 
posing some plan to prevent militarism 
dominating Europe, and to make a 
more permanent world peace than 
seemed to be promised by The Hague 
tribunal. They tell of the failure of 
that visit. They recreate the vivid 
drama of the declaration of war in 
England, of his takfng over of the Ger- 
man and Austrian embassies, and of 
the pitiful sadness of Prince Lichnow- 
sky, who felt that his country had 
played a horrible trick upon him. But 
most of all they tell of the crucial days 
of the war while “ neutrality takes up 
all our time.”

Walter H. Page never wavered in 
his belief that if the United States had 
broken off diplomatic relationships 
with Germany in 1915 or early 1916 
the war would have been brought to 
an end, and that by dallying with Ger- 
many the United States gave her time 
to construct the submarines which al- 
most—and much more nearly than un- 
official persons realized—won the war 
for Germany, and that the United 
States also almost allowed herself to 


be embroiled with Great Britain over!

As for the literary quality of the let- 
ters: Woodrow Wilson — himself no 
mean letter writer—once said that the 
Page letters were classics, the best let- 
ters so far as he knew that any one 
had ever written. Of a certain type 
of letters they dre classics. They are 
not flowery letters. They are letters of 
fact. They are shorn of all flub-dub 
and frittery frills. They are—princi- 
pally—strong. And they sound like 
words coming. from the lips of a living 
human instea@ ‘of words enrbalmed for 
posterity. 

There's a reason why they have that 
quality of being alive. Unlike the vo- 
luminous correspondence of most pub- 
lic men, they were not dicfated. They 
were written by hand. Inaclear, aJmost 
copperplate niceness practically every 
letter in these two volumes of impor- 
tant correspondence was written, usu- 
ally late at night after the world had 
been shut out. They show a real love 
for correspondence which is extremely 
rare in these days of shouting letters 
into a dictating machine and having 
them brought back to be signed or left 
to be labeled “‘ dictated but not read.” 

Incidentally, the job which Mr. Hen- 
drick has done of editing them proves 
him to be potentially a historian of 
parts himself. 

This “ Life and Letters of Walter 
Hines Page,” like many another book 
which has gone before, makes one 
think with great earnestness that 
Woodrow Wilson owes it to the world 
to write his full and sincere memoirs 
before he dies. His ideal inspired many 
public men. It inspired Mr. Page pro- 
digiously. Somewhere that ideal lost 
its vitality. It is the privilege of the 
world to know the reason.
